A hard core of u nemp loy ment 
in long dep ressed areas ate into 
the health ot the' over-all econo­ 
my .

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TRAGEDY OF LUMUMBA 
The new cha o s in the Co ngo , fo llo wing 
upo n the dea th o f Pa trice Lumumba , giv es 
the wo rld’s respo nsible lea ders o ne o f the 
wo rst dilemma s they ha v e fa ced in this 
century . 
It is eno ugh o f a pro blem simply to try 
to set a ny struggling y o ung na tio n o n a 
so und co urse. The difficulty is multiplied 
incredibly when the new co untry is so to rn 
a pa rt a nd so ill prepa red fo r self-go v ern­ 
ment a s is the Co ngo . 
As if tha t were no t sufficient, the Russia n 
Co mmunists ha v e seen in this situa tio n a 
go lden cha nce to build a bro a d bea chhea d 
in Africa . So they ha v e co nv erted the Co n­ 
go ’s stea ming jungles into a co ld wa r a rena . 
Lumumba 's dea th a t the ha nds o f Ka ­ 
ta nga tribesmen co mpo unds the co nfusio n. 
Civ il wa r wo uld be a da nger ev en if a ll o ut­ 
siders were in co mplete a cco rd in effo rts to 
induce pea ce. With So v iet a gita tio n, do ne 
in the na me o f “ justice,” the peril is fa r 
grea ter. 
Undo ubtedly Lumumba will no w be ma de 
a ma rty r by his fo llo wers. It go es witho ut 
sa y ing tha t it wo uld ha v e been much better 
fo r him to ha v e ha d a fa ir tria l in a rea ­ 
so na bly ca lm a tmo sphere. 
But his pa ssing is no lo ss to the ca use o f 
go o d go v ernment a s such. As his co untry ’s 
first lea der he wa s a to ta l fa ilure. He 
spa wned cha o s. 
And when he co uld no t 
co pe with his pro blems he inv ited So v iet 
technicia ns to help him, which is like a sk­ 
ing the dev il to help put o ut a fire. 
Whether the LT.N. ca n find a so lutio n, 
whether it will be permitted by the o b­ 
structing So v iet Unio n to try to effect o ne, 
these a re no w the gra v e questio ns befo re 
the wo rld. 
With na tiv e ha treds unlea shed a new by 
this tra gic dea th, the situa tio n ma y a lrea dy 
tie unma na ga ble. 
If. ho wev er, genuine o rder ca n still tie 
esta blished then respo nsible lea ders sho uld 
mo v e with a ll speed to a chiev e it. And they 
sho uld let the wo rld understa nd, in ringing 
terms, tha t the Kremlin will bea r the bla me 
fo r a ny ma jo r o utside interference with 
tha t o bjectiv e. 
When Lumumba wa s killed, Mo sco w lo st 
its serv a nt in the Co ngo . Sho uld it no w, in 
rev enge, help to fo ment civ il wa r, no decent 
ma n a ny where o n ea rth sho uld be una wa re. 
In its a go ny o f o v erpo pula tio n, po v erty 
a nd widesprea d diso rder the wo rld ha s des­ 
pera te need fo r co nstructiv e pro gress. It 
ca nno t a ffo rd illusio ns a bo ut men. like tho se 
in Mo sco w o r Peiping, who tra ffic in these 
ills to a dv a nce the sprea d o f their stiflling 
ty ra nny .

WHAT FOLKS WANT TO KNOW 


Is politics the total of life? 
We are too often told that the United States 
hav ing become a world leader, the American peo­ 
ple should all become historians, international 
lawyers, exchange experts, sociologists and econ­ 
omists. The fact is that most people prefer to 
mind their own affairs, knowing a little oi this 
and that, getting acquainted with Kasav tibu but 
also with Marilyn Monroe and the First Lady, 
and wondering whether fights are fixed. 
Let us put it another way. I^ast Sunday, many 
musicians 
were 
interested 
in 
Aaron 
Copland 
music as prov ided by Leonard Bernstein and the 
New York Philharmonic Personally. I hav e not 
been a disciple of Copland, admitting quite freely 
that I do not always understand what he wants 
to say. Leonard Bernstein, howev er, has a gift 
lor teaching and as he explained his friend. Cop­ 
land. to the young people who were listening at 
Carnegie Hail and the older people who were 
watching telex ision, I had a new listen to Copland 
and,a better understanding. 
It is true that the time I spent on Copland 
might better hav e been spent reading Mao Tzc- 
tung's attacks on Khrushchev , but there it is. I 
was div erted to Copland. Maybe, one should nev er 
look at Perry Mason because he div ets from the 
v ery serious problem of gold. 
During the Summer. I liv e far away from wis­ 
dom and dev ote my dav s to readding principally 
those remote v olumes which I forgot to look at 
earlier in life. Also I road a local newspaper 
which tells about new road repairs in the county, 
about who was born or died, of new’ v isitors to 
v arious friends, etc. 
Also, the world in which I am geographically 
situated during the Summer is musical All kinds 
of music festiv ities occur. Also there is the dance. 
So I like to read the local newspaper which tells 
mo what I want to know To me, all this is v ery 
important and it is equally important to my 
neighbors, all of whom road this newspaper not 
for great cov erage of the doings of Khrushchev 
or the erudite editorial opinion of its editor, but 
because it satisfies a v ery human desire to know 
what is going on in the neighborhood. 
The other day, I listened to an argument of 
the responsibility of editors and publishers to 
prov ide pbople with what they need to know. And 
there was much wisdom in the assumption that 
if the people in a free country arc badly informed 
or inadequately informed about groat matters, 
they will v ote stupidly and elect unfortunate men 
to public office and the pressure of public opin­ 
ion yv ill be on the yv rong side. 
There is much truth in this, except that yv ho 
is so absolutely sure about yv hat anyone needs 
to know For instance, I read about a missile or 
rocket or platform or something that the Rus­ 
sians shoot heav enward and wonder why the ex­ 
perts say that it yv ill take us a year or so to catch 
up yv ith that. So I ask myself a few questions: 
1. Why should v v e catch up? 
2. Why do yv e need to go to Venus? 
3. If we get to Venus, yv hat yv ill we do about 
it? 
4. Hoyv much new mathematics do I need to 
study to understand yv hat it is all about? 
I know some teen-agers yv ho are yv ise about 
such matters and they can explain it perfectly. 
They know all about physics and astrophysics 
and why a teen-ager has a rough time with par­ 
ents these days because they, the parents, are so 
dumb about things that really count. So some 
parents try to keep up yv ith their children by 
reading science fiction yv hich is easier than read­ 
ing Max Planck or Albert Einstein or ev en the 
pamphlets about a Sane Nuclear Policy. 
Just to shoyv off a little, I find history or 
pathological psychology v ery thrilling some days 
and other days, I like ‘Agatha Christie. But I 
knoyv lots of people who, yv hen they come li^me 
from work. Like to look at a few comic strips, 
read the sports pages, look at a couple of pic­ 
tures, read one or two fav orite columnists just 
to get sore — hav e a bottle of beer or Coke just 
before dinner, yv hich they call supper. 
Who is to say them, Nay? The obsession with 
the word, democracy, causes liberals to believ e 
that nht only are all men equal, hut they are the 
same. What a horrible thought!

Without going to extremes, why don't you ex­ 
periment with the atmospheric conditions in your 
sleeping chamber? 
You might first see what a 
steam kettle will do for you. 
Just plain steam, 
that is. 
No need for smelly medication. 
Then you might try v entilating your room 
j thoroughly before you turn in. 
Sort of giv e the 
air a good washing. 
Next you might try reducing the heat or low­ 
ering the tem perature by cautiously opening the

One goal of the alliance 
thus becomes the recruiting of 
enough support from the new, 
neutral or uncommitted nations 
of the world to offset the Com­ 
munist adv antage. 
One of the risks in the alli­ 
ance is that it is by no means as 
tightly disciplined a group as is 
the Communist bloc under Rus­ 
sian domination. Ev ery country 
in the Western alliance is a 
completely free agent. 
Some of them often blast off 
on tangents, as British Foreign 
Minister the Earl of Home has 
just dune in proclaiming that 


the facts of international life 
require that Communist China 
be admitted to the United N a­ 
tions.

otherwise su rely occu r. 
Unemploy ment 
insu rance—Pres­ 
ently abou t 45,000.000 workers are 
entitled, in an emerg ency , to u n­ 
employ ment 
checks 
from 
their 
states. Added to this, most states 
g iv e old-ag e relief 
to 
especially 
needy persons. This latter will he 
pressed by 
President 
Kennedy 's 
proposed old-ag e-aid leg islation. 
Farm price su pports—For which 
sev eral billion dollars are distri­ 
bu ted annu ally to the farmers of 
the nation. This money will larg ely 
filter throu g h to farm labor which 
otherwise wou ld be redu ced. Hence, 
this shou ld help as an employ ment 
stabilizer. 
Insu ring bank deposits — Shortly 
after Mr. Roosev elt took ov er the 
presidency in 1933, nearly ev ery 
bank was temporarily closed 
to 
prev ent more bank failu res and 
allev iate the financial panic then 
dev eloping . 
The 
cou ntry 
was. 
shocked. This resu lted in leg islation 
to insu re bank deposits u p to $10.- 
000 and to prov ide more carefu l 
su perv ision of banks. This restored 
confidence 
and 
helped 
stabilize 
employ ment. 
Mortg ag e loans 
were 
formerly 
written for fiv e or 10 y ears at a 
rate of arou nd 6 per cent. Now leg ­ 
islation permits them to be writ­ 
ten for ‘20 y ears or more at an av ­ 
erag e rate of 4Va per cent. This 
su rely is a stimu lant to bililding 
ard real estate, and hence to em­ 
ploy ment.

Commission was established to 
eliminate “bu cket shops" and to

ists. 
Checking Wall Street specu la­ 
tion— Specu lation 
u nder 
con­ 
trolled conditions is a g ood thing . 
It enables an inv estor to hav e a 
market av ailable to bu y or sell 
stocks. Bu t before 19 29 , v ery lit­ 
tle marg in was requ ired so that 
almost ev ery stenog rapher and 
elev ator 
operator 
was 
bu y ing 
stocks. Starting at 55 per cent in 
19 36, marg in requ irements hav e 
su bsequ ently lieen dropped to as 
low as 40 per cent and raised as 
hig h as 100 per cent; are now 
70 per cent. Those, u nder the 
Federal Reserv e Sy stem, stabil­ 
ized Wall Street and ag ain g av e 
it a g ood name. 
Labor u nions w'cre encou rag ed 
by Franklin Roosev elt. They pre­

When I am in Florida, I look 
ou t on acres of orang e g rov es 
W'hich art' l>eing spray ed to kill 
worms which destroy the frqjt.

others. For instance, the P ros­ 
perity E ra of 18 48 -18 58 was in­ 
spired by the famou s discov ery 
of g old in California. The post- 
Civ il W ar Prosperity was stim ­ 
u lated by g reat railroad bu ild­ 
ing . The Prosperity Era of 18 9 8 - 
1906 w’as stimu lated by Consoli­ 
dations. In all cases, the stim ­ 
u lator or stabilizer was not re ­ 
mov ed. Gold continu ed to come 
from California, the railroads 
continu ed to operate; and we 
continu ed to enjoy the dev elop­ 
ment of oil and electricity . Bu t 
we finally became immu ne to all 
these stimu lations and stabiliz­ 
ers . . . becau se there.w as no 
chang e in hu man natu re. 
What Is ilumHn Nature? 
Frankly , I do not know how 
to describe it. It seems to take 
centu ries to chang e hu man na ­ 
tu re one per cent. Comparing to­ 
day with the day s of the P e r­ 
sian, Grecian, or Roman E m ­ 
pire, people seem to hav e the 
same swing from depression, to 
recov ery , then to prosperity ; and 
back ag ain to decline and de­ 
pression. This is now called the 
"Bu siness Cy cle” — bu t it is 
only hu m an natu re, which in­ 
trinsically is ambitiou s and sel­ 
fish, then discou rag ed and prone 
to failu re; which alway s ov er­ 
reaches and then learns only by 
su ffering . 
Stimu lation has alway s helped 
g et nations ou t of depressions. 
Du ring the day s of Colu mbu s 
it was the Era of Discov ery 
which sav ed Spain; it was the 
Thirty Years’ War which sav ed 
Au stria; and ou r own Rev olu ­ 
tionary W ar was the stim u lu s 
for the fou nding of the United 
States. Bu t — both as races and 
as nations we seem to become 
immu ne to discov eries, 
inv en­ 
tions, and leg islation. We g et 
u sed "to these thing s. 
“E aten 
bread is soon forg otten” is an 
old bu t tru e say ing . I therefore 
feel 
that 
we 
Americans 
will 
someday g et u sed to the 10 a r ­ 
tificial 
stimu lants 
mentioned 
early in this colu mn. 
Of cou rse, it takes time for 
hu man natu re to work. F u rth e r­ 
more. so long as the cold w a r 
lasts it may be necessary for 
th« United States, to prov ide 
fu ll employ ment and continu ed 
prosperity ; 
hu t the end m u st 
come someday .

A) Due to the fluctuating na­ 
ture of their underw riting prof­ 
its, most fire and casualty insur­ 
ance stocks had a long period of 
going nowhere during the late 
50’s. The reason was that pre­ 
mium rates lagged badly behind 
the sharp rise ;n the cost of set­ 
tling claims. That situation has 
been gradually correcting itself, 
and the outlook now is consider­ 
ably better. 
Insurance stocks combine two 
elem ents: the gain or less from 
operations, 
and 
the sure and 
steadily rising income from in­ 
v estm ents. I t’s im portant to re­ 
mem ber th at in a sense, when 
y ou hold a good insurance stock, 
y ou hav e a share in an inv est­ 
m ent trust as well. 
Home Insurance is a case in 
point. 
Its underw riting record 
has been better than the av er­ 
age; its inv estm ent income has 


doubled since 19 48; and there is 
an unbroken skein of div idends 
going back to 1873. The shares 
hav e adv anced 133 per cent since 
y ou bought them and sold re­ 
cently at their best lev el since 
19 29 .' It may be that y ou hav e 
too large a proportion of y our 
total holdings in fire and casual­ 
ty stocks. If this is so, 1 would 
reduce my comm itm ents to no 
m ore than 25 per cent of total 
holdings, solely to div ersify y our 
risk.

The 780 responded to a poll by 
the Indianapolis News asking the 
delegates to state their reasons 
for Richard M. Nix on’s defeat by 
John F. Kennedy Nov .

Persons having canines in rural areas should be particularly care­ 
ful to avoid letting their animals run without restraint. Those who 
are feeding deer should attempt to place the food far enough from 
the road so as not to tempt dogs who run deer by sight: Already 
two incidents of family pets being shot by oxer protective hunters 
near tin* animal's home, have caused as much ill feeling as the 
feeding program has caused good.
